Wi.aconsin leyislature in 1852, to build a railroad from Milwaukee to 
La Crosac. The stockholders and directors lived in New York. Tke 
sackholders in Wisconsin. For as is customary in such eaeee the pM- 
moters furnished the hot air whereas the people furnished the cold Mflh. 

The state, counties, towns and cities bonded tbemaelvee to nbe 
the money for the building of the road. Then the proeeads from the 
bond sales were turned over to New York politicians and benkete who 
paraded as the directors and financiers of the great enterprise. 

With the people's money they started to build the road. Or st 
least they let on like they were going to. 

The directors of the La Cnwee and Milwaukee ralboad nv g wi ilahi l 
a consM'uction company. Next they bought material and property ei 
individuals and sold it to the construction company at outtigeonfl 
prices. Then the construction company charged even more outregeood 
prices to this rMlroad company so that the concern was benkrBpt 
before the road was half way built. About that time oongrees resotvM 
itself into an investigation committee and reported that the direetom 
bad robbed their own road of nearly SI, 700,(MO. 

These gentlemen (?) had obtained money under falafl preteOMe 
and should have been sent to jail. But Uncle Sam aTwa^s loved big 
thieves. In.stcad of prosecuting the raeeab eongf em pflinnil B fafll la

In all of those places, tbe^aln 
has fallen, tbe sun bs* shone men Aave 
worked, ^e earth has sdelded. but still 
It U becoming incrsa^ngljr dilfinult 
to koep alive. Ererywbere. the cost 
of living Is not only high, but becoming 
higher. Work U bard to get. but it U 
no harder to get than food. 

Tbe situation in America Is no less 
dUtressiog. 1 was told at the Bowery 
MisfloD In New York that within a 
radius of a half mllo fh>ffl tbe mission 
were CO.OOO Idle men who could And 
no work. 10.000 of whom were absolute¬ 
ly bomelms. Nobody knows how many 
idle men there are In the country, 
though in Europe, they keep track of 
such facts. Some estimates place tbe 
number of unemployed men and worn* 
en as high as 5..VK).0O0. but they are 
, only estimates All we know is that Mie 
I Dumber must run In'o millions. \cm. 
i in the fare of such conditiojs. the rust 
of living KOO-* steadily up. 

I Ths Flimsy Crop Excuse. 

! The official t-xrusc for thr lifting of 
i prit'os |v, of rounw. the short ago of 
rrop- at hoinr aud al>road. How fstnil- 
ur this oil! excuse sounds Was tlier.e 
I never M time. Judging from the trend 
of n iall prlctw. when crops were not 
short' Wheu buslnes is booming and 
crop-record' arc broken, we are told 
that the I'ost of living must l>e high 
liecaiise there is so much prosperity In 
the 1 ‘ountry. Hut when there Is no pros¬ 
perity In the 10 miry, we are told that 
we may have lower prices. On tbe coo- 
trary. the fUmslest excuse is seized upon 
as Justlcatlon for still further Increases. 
This yaar. food-prices must go up be¬ 
cause of short crops. The Department 
of Agriculture early lent Itself to the 
movement to Increase prices. As long 
sgo as September, a bulletin was Issued 
to prepare the people to pay more. 
Crops were short and therefore prices 
must be higher. • And prlcee are higher. 
They have risen. Yet tbe same depart¬ 
ment issued another bulletin in No* 
vember. after all the crops bsd been 
harvested. In which the shortage, as 
compared with the average for tbe 
last nv«i yearwi was fixed at four*tenths 
of one per cent. 

Europe Is no nearer a just famine than 
we are. Even in Gu.maDy. where the 
snxiety of tbe masses is so great, there 
wan a shortage of anything except vege¬ 
tables.
